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PUBLISHEES' STATEMENT. 



The nucleus of this catalogue was prepared by^on. Nathaniel 
C. MoAK, for use in his lectures before the Students of the Albany 
Law School — Class of 1880-1, — entitled "Books, their Selection and 
Use." The " Subject Index " of elementary works, was printed by 
the students for private use. A few copies were distributed to their 
friends and the press. Having received several applications for 
copies, Mr. Moak kindly placed the matter at our disposal, provided 
some one would undertake the somewhat arduous labor of its comple- 
tion, arrangement, proper printing, and add an index. This was, at our 
request, undertaken and completed, by John T. Cook, Esq. 

It is a catalogue prepared by a lawyer, for use by lawyers, rather 
than a bookseller's catalogue. In fact it is almost a legal biblio- 
graphy. As the "alphabetical list of elementary works," was 
printed after the "abbreviated citations," a few works which have 
been published while this catalogue was going through the press, 
have no abbreviated citation given therefor. 

As lawyers are frequently obliged to consult scientific works, Mr. 
Moak had prepared, in his subject index for the students, a list of 
those which his experience had shown to be useful. They are re- 
tained in the alphabetical list of elementary works, and are also given 
in the " Subject Index " herein. With a view to bring, as far as pos- 
sible, the constantly increasing volume of law on all subjects within 
the ready view of the practitioner, the " Subject Index," was made, 
by Mr. Moak, as full and as accurate as possible. It will undoubtedly 
be of great service to the profession and also to the trade. 

No attempt has been made to give the statutes of the various States. 

Those of England (page 264), and of the United States (page 175), 
most generally in use, are given. Those of New York are, we believe, 
all accurately given (pages 157, 158 and 159), though as each chapter 
of the colonial laws was originally printed separately, and some of 
such are occasionally bound in with the different compilations thereof.

RULES FOR CITATIONS. 



Citations.'if not sufijoiently definite to point at once to the authority 
intended to be referred to, frequently cause loss of time and great 
vexation. The observance of a few rules would greatly tend to 
simplify them and sometimes give counsel the benefit of an authority 
which is lost for want of time or patience in the court to hunt it up if 
incorrectly given. Th.e following rules, though by no means as full 
as could be given, will, if observed, it is believed, be useful. 

1. In using abbreviations never use simply the initial letter. Thus 
B. and A. may refer to Barnewall and Adolphus, or Barnewall and Alder- - 
son ; B. and B. to Ball and Beatty, or Broderip and Bingham ; C. and 
M. to Carrington and Marshmau, or Crompton and Meeson ; M. and S. 
to Maule and Sel wyn, or Moore s nd Scott ; it is far better to .use Barn, 
and Adol., Barn, and Aid., Ball and B., Brod. and Bing., Carr. 
and Marsh., Cromp. and Meea., Maule and S., Moore and S., etc. 
So in New York, " Barb." is the usual citation for Barbour's Reports, 
of the Supreme Court of that State, and in Arkansas "Barb." 
was, until within a few years, the usual citation for Barber's 
Reports of that State. So in New Jersey " Harr." was until recently 
the usual citation for Harrison's Reports of that State, and in Delaware 
" Harr." was, and still is, the usual citation for Harrington's Reports 
of that State. H. and M. in England is used for Hemming and Miller's 
Chancery Reports, and in Virginia for Hening and Munford ; while 
they might be understood in England and Virginia, obviously neither 
.should be used elsewhere. Always make the abbreviation long enough, 
and definite enough, to indicate clearly what it is intended to represent. 

2. In citing a case from reports always give the namie of the parties, 
plaintiflf and defendant. If by mistake a wrong volume or page be 
given by counsel or the printer, the authority .may generally be easily 
found from the table of cases in the English, the United States, or a 
State, digesf. 

3. If examining a report of any country or State other than your own,

remember reports may be differently cited by the courts of the former 
than by those of your State, and if a citation puzzles you, endeavor to 
find the method of citation by the courts of the forum. 

Thus in Upper Canada, the Queen's Bench Reports of that Province 
are cited as U. C. R. (Upper Canada Reports), as the Queen's Bench is 
the court (the highest court of original jurisdiction), and the Common 
Pleas as C. P. 

If you were to so cite them in New York, no idea of the report in- 
tended would be conveyed, but to make your citation intelligent and 
definite to a judge of that State, you would cite them thus: " U. C. Q. 
■B.," " U. C. Com. PI.,' " Grant's U. C. Chy.," etc. In England, Coke's 
Reports are, by common consent, spoken of as the reports of that coun- 
try and are frequently cited thus : Hoe's Case, 5 Rep. 70 b. ; Wymark's 
Case, 5 Rep. 74 a. 

4. In citing a reprint of any original report, where the original 
■paging is given by figures in the margin or elsewhere, always cite it as 
of the original report and not by the reprint. Thus : The King v. Sand- 
hurst, 6 Adolph. & Ell. 130, and not The King v. Sandhurst, 33 Eng. 
Com. Law Rep. 90. If the judge to whom the citation be made do not 

■possess the English Common Law Reports, but does the original report, 
he will be able, if cited as of the original, to readily find the case. 

If you cite from the English Common Law Reports and prefer to aid 
him still further, you may very properly cite it thus : The King D, 
Sandhurst, 6 Adol. & Ell. 130; 38 Eng. Com. L. Rep., when, if he pos- 
sess the English Common Law Reports, he will at once be informed 
that 6 Adolphus & Ellis is in volume 38 of the English Common Law, 
and will not be compelled to look to see which volume of the English 
Common Law contains that volume of Adolphus & Ellis. 

Thus also : Ruston v. Ruston, 3 Ball. 243, 1 Am. Dec. 383; Clark o. 
Barnes, 76 N. Y. 301, 32 Am. Rep. 306 ; Meet «. Pickering, 8 Chy. Div. 
373, 25 Eng. Rep. 356. 

In ord,er to facilitate finding the original reports in the British Crown 
Cases, English Reports, English Admiralty Reports, English Chancery 
Reports and English Common Law Reports, an alphabetical list of the 
volumes in each is hereafter given. It follows the chronological list of 
English Reports. 

5. In citing elementary works, which have more than one edition, al- 
ways give the edition cited. If you are in doubt whether there be more 
than one, err on the safe side and give it. If the paging of the original 
edition be preserved by figures in the margin, give the marginal paging 
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also. Thus: 1 Pars, on Cont. (6tli ed.). 147, marg. p. 136. In the court 
do not happen to have the sixth edition, the passage cited, if in the 
others, will be readily found by the marginal paging. 

6. If the work be divided into sections or paragraphs, as many recent 
works are, cite it by the section. The citation can then usually be 
found in any edition. 

7. In citing statutes always cite the original of the statute and then 
the amendment thereto, if any. Thus, 1 Laws 1870, p. 179, § 1, as 
amended by 1 Laws 1873, p. 764, § 1. 

8. If a compilation of statutes be cited, always cite the original of 
the compilation by the marginal or original paging and then the edition 
cited and the paging of that, and the amendment, if any. Thus, 3 R. 
S. 457, § 3, 3 Edm. St. 477, as amended by Laws 1873, p. 588. If the 
judge or person looking for the fitation do not possess the edition cited, 
he will readily find it in some other. 

9. If the compilation of statutes cited, contain any thing more than 
the original of the compilation and amendments thereto, always cite 
the original statute first, and then the compilation. Thus : 

Laws 1858, chap. 823, § 5, 8 R. S. (6th ed.) 688. 
Laws 1855, chap. 511, § 7, 3 R. S. (6th ed.) 580, § 9.

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Under the excellent system of nisi prius reporting, which until re- 
cently prevailed in England, and which to a certain extent still prevails 
in Cox's Criminal Cases, most of the important adjudications of legal 
points in criminal cases there have found their way into the books, and 
the profession of that country, and of this, have reaped the advantages 
therefrom. 

The number of such reports in this country could almost be num- 
bered upon the fingers- Many of the important criminal trials have 
been separately, and more elaborately, reported in pamphlets than is 
usual in England. After being read they are thrown aside and sooner 
or later find their way into the waste basket so that after a few years 
they become scarce and can be obtained only in limited numbers at con- 
siderable expense and, frequently, owing to the promptness with which 
trials are moved, too late to be of any use. 

Crime, as has been so often said, repeats itself. The trials of Sickles, 
of Cole, and of McFarland, and those of Mary Harris, of Fanny Hyde, 
of Black, and of Mrs. Fair are notable instances of this aphorism. The 
lawyer called upon to prosecute, or to defend, a case, derives great 
assistance from the labors of eminent counsel who preceded him in 
similar cases. 

The questions involved in a few of the most prominent trials are well 
known ; but the mere statement that a pamphlet contains the trial of 
John Doe affords the mass of counsel no information as to whether it 
may be of value to them in the case in hand. Every such trial ought 
to have an index to enable the reader readily to find what may be im- 
portant to him ; but unfortunately most of them have none whatever, 
and to determine this they must, if the trial be accessible, wade through 
a mass of useless matter to the pith of the case, if any. There is room 
for an elaborate, an excellent, and a useful work upon the subject of 
such trials, and we hope some painstaking lawyer will give the profes- 
sion the benefit of his labors in this direction. It would certainly be 
out of place in a work li^e the present. Meanwhile, however, in order 
to afford some little assistance to those who may wish to avail them- 
selves of the advantages of such trials and brochures, we give below 
the name of the most important, the crime charged, the place of trial, 
name of the publisher so that it can be readily obtained, if still in 
print, and in some cases, very briefly, the clue to the case of the prose- 
cution and to the defense. 

While it is necessarily very imperfect, and is not all which is desired, 
it is as full as would be justified here. 

Abortion, — Report upon criminal abortion by the committee appointed 
by the Medico-Legal Society of New York ; composed of the moat 
eminent medical and legal gentlemen connected with that society.

SKETCH OF THE ENGLISH COURTS 

AND THBIK PRESENT OEGANIZATION.* 



In order to understand the changes made by the Judicature Acts of 
1873 and 1875, it is necessary to consider briefly the formation and 
powers of the courts in England before the passage of those acts^ and 
then to show the changes effected thereby. We proceed, firstly, to 
show the construction and powers of such courts before those acts, 
and, secondly, to show the changes wrought by the Judicature Acts. 

Before those acts the courts of England, material to, be inquired of, 
were : 

The House op Lords. 

The House of Lords was, as a general rule, a tribunal of appeal, in 
all cases of common law or equity, commenced in England, Ireland or 
Scotland, such appeal being original, or after the intervention of a 
previous appeal to another court, as the case might be. It was the 
court of last resort, from whose judgment no further appeal was per- 
mitted, and every subordinate tribunal was bound to conform to its 
determinations. 

There was no appeal to the House of Lords from the Ecclesiastical, 
Maritime or Prize Courts in England, nor from India or any of the 
colonies. The appeal in such cases was to the Queen in Council and 
was heard before the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 

The Pkivy Council. 

This, according to Sir Edward Coke (4 Inst., 53), was a noble, hon- 
orable and reverend assembly of the King, and such as he willed to be 
of his Privy Council, in the King's Court or Palace. 

His will was the sole constitntent of a Privy Councillor and this also 
regulated their number. The Privy Council was formerly dissolved by 
the death of the sovereign ; but by statute (6 Anne, chap. 7), the Privy 
Council continues for six months after the demise of the sovereign,

unless sooner determined by his su ccessor. So far as the present inquiry 
is concerned it may be stated that the Privy Council had in certain 
cases the judicial authority of a court of justice : 1. In Colonial causes ; 
this was both original and appellate ; 3. In appeals from the Lord 
Chancellor in matters of lunacy ; 8. In appeals from the ecclesiastical 
or maritime courts ; 4. In applications to prolong the term of patents 
for new inventions, and in certain cases arising out of the copyright acts. 

Under the provisions of modern statutes all the judicial authority of 
the Privy Council was exercised by a select number of its members, 
called the Judicial Committee, which heard the allegations and proofs 
and made its report thereon to " Her Majesty in Council" by whom the 
judgment was finally given. By statute (3 & 4 William IV, chap. 41, 
sec. 1 ; 14 & 15 Vict. chap. 83, sec. 15), this committee consisted of the 
President of the Council, the Lord Chancellor, and the Lord Justices of 
the Appeal in Chancery, if of the Privy Council, the Lord Keeper or 
First Commissioner of the Great Seal, the Lord Chief Justice of the 
Court of King's Bench, the Master of the Rolls, the Vice-ChancellorB, 
the Lord Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, the Lord Chief Baron of 
the Court of Exchequer, the Judge of the Prerogative Court of Canter- 
bury., the Judge of the High Court of Admiralty, the Chief Judge in 
Bankruptcy and also all persona who were members of His Majesty's 
Privy Council, who should have been president thereof, or should have 
held the office of Lord Chancellor or any of the offices before mentioned. 
Two other persons, being members of the Council, might also be ap- 
pointed by the Crown to be members of the Judicial Committee. No 
matter could be heard or report made unless in the presence of at least 
three of the committee, exclusive of the Lord President for the time 
being. 

By 34 and 85 Vict. chap. 91 (Aug. 21, 1871), the Queen was authorized 
to appoint four additional persons members of the Judicial committee 
of the Privy Council who should be, or should have been, judges of the 
Superior Courts at Westminister, or a Chief Justice of the High Court 
of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal, or Madras or Bombay. 

It was further provided that if any person appointed under tJuit act 
was at the date of his . appointment a j udge as aforesaid, he should 
vacate his office as such judge, but his pension should remain the 
same as if no such appointment had been made, and that each should 
receive a salary of five thousand pounds per annum. It was further 
provided that the paid members of the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council should hold their offices notwithstanding the demise of the 
crown, but they should be removable by Her Majesty, her heirs or suc- 
' cessors, upon the address of both Houses of Parliament. 

The High Coukt of Chancery. 
This court might properly be divided into four heads: 

1. The Lord High Chancellor. 

2. The Court of Appeal in Chancery. 

3. The Master of the Bolls. 

4. The Vice-Chancellors. 

First. The jurisdiction and duties of the Lord Chancellor are too 
well known to require a detailed enumeration thereof. They are given 
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in the " Practice in Chancery," Choyce Cases in Chancery (57-61). An 
appeal would lie from his judgments to the House of Lords, 

Second. The Court of Appeal in Chancery. — An addition was also 
made (14 & 13 Vict. chap. 83; 30 & 31 Vict. chap. 64) of two judges 
called the Lord Justices of the Court of Appeal in Chancery ; which 
court consisted of the Lord Chancellor together with these judges and 
which possessed all the jurisdiction exercised by the Lord Chancellor 
himself, so far as his judicial business, in Chancery, was concerned, 
without prejudice, however, to his right to sit, as formerly, alone. 

To this court, the powers of which might be exercised not only by 
its full body, but by either of its judges together with the Lord Chan- 
cellor, or by both the judges (or for some purpose by either of them 
sitting separately) apart from the Lord Chancellor. An appeal from 
the Master of the Rolls or from any of the Vice-Chancellors might be 
referred to it, or such appeal might be entertained by the Lord Chan- 
cellor, sitting alone, in his proper jurisdiction. This court also enter- 
tained appeals in bankruptcy. From these jurisdictions an ultimate 
appeal might be taken to the House of Lords. 

Third. The Master of the Rolls. — The judicial duties of the Court 
of Chancery had been long shared, in some measure, by an officer of 
high rank called the Master of the Rolls who was originally appointed 
only for the superintendence of the writs and records appertaining to 
its common law department, but accustomed to sit also on the equity 
side as a separate, though a subordinate, judge. By statute (8 Geo. II, 
chap. 30), passed to settle divers disputes, it was enacted that all orders , 
and decrees by him made, except such as by the course of the court 
were appropriated to the great seal alone, should be deemed to be valid, 
subject nevertheless to be discharged or altered by the Lord Chancellor. 
By a subsequent statute (8 and 4 William IV, chap. 94, § 34), the Master 
of the Rolls (subject to the same qualification) was especially directed 
to hear motions, pleas and demurrers, as well as causes generally which 
should be set down before him. Appeal might be taken from his judg- 
ment and was heard by the Lord Chancellor or the Court of appeal in 
Chancery, as heretofore stated. The origin of this oflBcer. his oath of 
oflBce and the duties of the incumbent are fully given in the " Practice 
in Chancery," Choyce Cases in Chancery (61-66). 

Fourth. The Vice-Chancellors. — The increase of business in the Court 
of Chancery rendered it necessary that an assistant to the Lord Chan- 
cellor, in his judicial functions, should be appointed. One was accord- 
ingly appointed in 1813 with the title of Vice-Chancellor. In 1841, after 
the transfer of the equity business of the Court of Exchequer to the 
High Court of Chancery, two more Vice-Chancellors were added to its 
judicial list. They sat and acted separately. An appeal from the decis- 
ion of either might be taken, which was heard by the Lord Chancellor 
alone, by the Lord Chancellor sitting with the Lord Justices, or by the 
Lord Justices aljne as heretofore stated. 

Common Law Coxikts. 

There were three courts of common law jurisdiction; the Court of 
King's or Queen's Bench, the Court of Common Pleas, and the Court of 
Exchequer, which, when mentioned collectively, were usually called

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the Superior Courts of the Common Law, and when taken in connection 
with the High Court of Chancery, were called the Courts at Westminster. 
The judges were the legal advisers of the House of Lords and were 
frequently called upon by that body for their opinions upon questions 
of law before it. 

The Queen's Bench. 

The sovereign formerly sat in this court, in person, and hence it was 
called the King's Bench in the reign of a king and the Queen's Bench 
in the reign of a queen. 

It was the Supreme Court of Common Law in the kingdom and con- 
sisted of a Chief Justice, styled the Chief Justice of England, and five 
puisne justices. Its jurisdiction was very high and transcendent. It 
kept all courts of inferior jurisdiction within the bounds of their au- 
thority, and might either remove their proceedings, to be therein de- 
termined, or prohibit their progress below. It superintended all civil 
corporations in the kingdom, and commanded magistrates and others to 
do what their duty required in every case where there was no other 
specific remedy. It protected the liberty of the subject by speedy and 
summary interposition. 

It took cognizance of both criminal and civil causes ; the former on 
what wag called the crown side ; the latter on the plea side of the court. 
On the crown side it had jurisdiction of all criminal offenses, from the 
highest to the lowest ; on the plea side, or civil branch, it enjoyed 
(though originally by usurpation, as in the case of the Exchequer) a 
general jurisdiction and cognizance over all actions between subject 
and subject — those of the real class only excepted. It did not meddle, 
however, with matters of revenue. Proceedings in error might be 
taken from this court into the Exchequer Chamber. 

The Common Pleas. 

By the charter of King John, confirmed and acted upon by Henry 
III, the Court of Common Pleas was directed to be held " in some cer- 
tain place." This court had jurisdiction of and heard causes between 
private individuals — of all actions between subject and subject. It 
was sometimes technically called the Court of Common Bench. Its 
judges were six in number: one Chief Justice and five puisne: and 
from a judgment in this court, proceedings in error might be taken 
into the Exchequer Chamber. It has always been considered the prin- 
cipal seat of learning relativfe to ordinary actions between man and man 
and is styled by Coke (4 Inst., 99), " the lock and the key of common 
law." 

The Coukt op Exchequer. 

This court was at first intended, principally, to order the revenues 
of the crown and to recover the king's debts and duties, though it 
had since acquired — originally by usurpation — the additional char- 
acter of an ordinary court of justice. 

It was called the Exchequer from the chequed cloth, resembling a 
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chess board, wbicli covered the table there, and on which, when certain 
of the king's accounts were made up, the sums were marked and 
scored with counters, 

This court was from the time of the separation of the Exchequer 
from the aula regia down to 1841, subdivided into a court of equity and 
of common law. 

lu 1841 its powers and jurisdiction as a court of equity were trans- 
ferred to the Court of Chancery. It consisted of a revenue side, and of 
a common law, or plea side. As a court of law, on the revenue 
side, it ascertained and enforced, by proceedings appropriate to the 
case, the proprietary rights of the crown against the subjects of the 
realm ; in the capacity of a court of common law on the plea side, it 
administered redress betweensubject and subject in all actions personal 
though not in real actions. Its j udges were termed Barons and were 
six in number, one of whom was styled the Chief Baron. 

Proceedings to correct any error that might be found in the judgment 
of this court might be taken into the Exchequer Chamber. 

The ExcHEQtrER Chamber. 

This court was a court for the review of judgments of the Courts of 
Queen's Bench, Common Pleas and Exchequer. 

It consisted of all the judges of the three last named courts ; and occa- 
sionally the Lord Chancellor. In review of a judgment of the court 
below, the judges of the court in which the judgment was rendered 
did not sit; so thatou appeal from the Common Pleas, the judges of the 
King's Bench and the barons of the Exchequer composed the court ; on 
appeal from the King's Bench the judges of the Common Pleas and the 
barons of the Exchequer, and on appeal from the Exchequer thejudges 
of the Common Pleas and the King's Bench. 

From the judgment of the Exchequer Chamber proceedings in error 
might be taken to the House of Lords. The decisions of the Exchequer 
Chamber were published with those of the court from which the ap- 
peal was taken. 

The CotTRT for Crown Cases Reserved. 

By statute, certain trial courts of Criminal Jurisdiction — Courts 
of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery, or Quarter Sessions — 
when the court found in the case questions of law too diflBcult to deter- 
mine, might reserve the question and state it in the form of a special 
case for the consideration and judgment of the judges of the superior 
courts, and in the meantime postpone the judgment or respite the exe- 
cution of it as might be thought fit. The question was then considered 
and decided by the judges of the Superior Courts of the Common Law. 
This court was sometimes called the Court of Criminal Appeal. It had 
no jurigdictiou of cases arising on demurrer, and there was no appeal 
from its judgments (JSegina v. Faderman, 3 Car. & Kirw. 353 ; 4 Cox, 
359). 

The Central Criminal Court. 

There was a court called the Central Criminal Court, for the trial of 
offenses committed in London, Middlesex and certain suburban parts of 
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Essex, Surry and Kent, composed of the Lord Mayor of London ; the Lord 
Chancellor or Lord Keeper; the Judges of the Courts at Westminster; 
the Judge of the Admiralty ; the Dean of the Arches, the Aldermen of 
London ; the Recorder and Common Serjeant of London ; the Judge of 
the Sheriff's Court there ; any person who had been Lord Chancellor or 
Lord Keeper, or a judge of any of the courts at Westminster, and such 
others as the crown shall from time to time appoint. The crown waa 
authorized to issue a commission of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol De- 
li very to such court, and the j udges or any two or more of them held a 
session in the city of London, or the suburbs thereof, at least twelve 
times in every year. The Court of Queen's Bench might also remove 
into that court any indictment in any inferior court for a crime commit- 
ted in a place out of the jurisdiction of the Central Criminal Court and 
order the trial thereof to be had at the Central Criminal Court, provided 
it appeared expedient to the ends of justice that such course be taken. 
The Central Criminal Court was usually held by one or more of the 
Judges of the Superior Courts of Law, the Common Serjeant and the 
Judge of the Sheriff's Court. 

Admiralty Coukts. 

The Maritime Courts consisted of the High Court of Admiralty and 
its Court of Appeal. In Her Majesty's possessions, beyond seas, there 
were also established courts called Vice Admiralty Courts having juris- 
diction over a variety of maritime cases. 

The High Court of Admiralty, held by the Judge of Admiralty, — 
the Judge of the Court of Probate may by a recent statute sit for him 
— had j urisdiction and power to try and determine all maritime causes, 
that is, such injuries as are committed on the high seas. An appeal 
might be taken from judgments of the High Court of Admiralty or the 
Vice Admiralty Courts to the Privy Council. 

Pkobatb Coubts. 

The powers of a Court of Probate, substantially as understood by 
such a court in this country, were formerly exercised by the ecclesiasti- 
cal courts. By statute, however, such powers were transferred to a 
court called the Court of Probate whiph sat in London or Middlesex. 
The judge thereof was required to be an "advocate or barrister," and 
was appointed by patent under the great seal. An appeal would lie 
from its judgments to the House of Lords. Prior to the creation of 
this court the jurisdiction conferred thereon was exercised by the 
Prerogaime Gourt, in each province, held before a judge appointed by 
the Archbishop thereof, for administering justice in testamentary mat- 
ters, viz., those relating to probate and administration and in those 
only. Its jurisdiction arose in the case (an extremely frequent one) 
where the deceased left bona notahilia in different dioceses. As in this 
case the matter could not be disposed of in any single diocese, the 
Archbishop claimed the jurisdiction by way of special prerogative. 
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DrVORCB GOUETS. 

By statute, a court called the " Court for Divorce and Matrimonial 
Causes " was created, to be held (when full) before the Lord Chancellor, 
the judges of the Superior Courts ^together with the judge of the Court 
of Probate. The latter was judge in ordinary of the court, and when 
thus sitting alone was authorized to exercise in general the powers and 
duties of the full court. 

Ecclesiastical Courts. 

These courts had, it may be stated generally, jurisdiction of eccle- 
siastical questions and an appeal would lie from the highest of them 
to the Privy Counci' 

The Court of Arches. 

This court was a court of appeal belonging to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, whereof the judge (who sat as deputy to the Arch- 
bishop), was called the Dean of the Arches; because he anciently held 
his court in the church of St. Mary-fe-JoM, though this court is now 
holden at Westminster. His proper jurisdiction was over the thirteen 
peculiar parishes belonging to the Archbishop of London ; but the 
oflBce of JDean of the Arches having been for a long time united with 
that of the Archbishop's principal official, he in right of the last men- 
tioned office (as doth also the principal official of the Archbishop ofYork), 
received and determined appeals from the sentences of all inferior eccle- 
siastical courts within the province. Many suits, also, were brought 
before him as original judge, the cognizance of which properly be- 
longed to inferior j urisdictions within the province, but in respect to 
which the inferior judge had waived his jurisdiction, under a certain 
form of proceeding known in the canon law by the denomination of 
letters of request. From the Court of Arches, and from the parallel 
Court of Appeal in the province of York, an appeal would lie to the 
Privy Council. The Court of Arches and the Court of Appeal in York 
are not affected by the Judicature Act. By statute 3 & 4 Vict. eh. 65, 
the Dean of the Arches was declared to be an assistant to, and to be 
competent to sit for, the judge of the High Court of Admiralty in all 
suits and proceedings in the said court. We have not been able to dis- 
cover that this has been changed by the Judicature Act. 

The Consistory Courts. 

The Consistory Court of the Bishop was held in the several cathe- 
drals, for the trial of all ecclesiastical causes arising within the diocese. 
The Chancellor of the diocese, or his commissary, was the judge, and 
from his sentence an appeal woujd lie, by virtue of 34 Hen. VIII, ch. 
12, to the Archbishop of each province respectively. We do not dis- 
cover that they are affected by the recent acts. 

Effect of the Judicature Acts. 
Such was the condition of the courts prior to the Judicature Acts. 
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■JTe proceed, seconctty, to consider the changes therein, wronglit 
thereby. 

By the act termed the " Supreme Court of Judicature Act, 1873," and 
the amendments, the Supreme Court of Judicature is to consist of 
two permanent divisions, one of whicli under the name of " Her Maj- 
esty's High Court of Justice," shall have and exercise original juris- 
diction, with such appellate jurisdiction from inferior courts as are 
therein mentioned, and the other of which, under the name of "Her 
Majesty's Court of Appeal," shall have and exercise appellate juris- 
diction. 

For all practical purposes here (by 39 and 40 Vict., chap. 59, § 6) the 
House op Lords retains its powers and functions to hear appeals from 
"Her Majesty's Court of Appeal in England, and from the courts of 
Scotland and Ireland." 

By section 6, it is provided that for the purpose of aiding the House 
of Lords in the hearing and determination of appeals Her Majesty may 
appoint two qualified persons to be Lords of Appeal in ordinary, who 
must have been for at least two years of some one or more of the offices 
described in the act as high judicial officers, or have been for not less 
than fifteen years a practicing barrister in England or Ireland, or a prac- 
ticing advocate in Scotland. They are to receive a salary of six thou- 
sand pounds a year. If a Privy Councillor he is to be a member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council and to sit and to act as such. 
By section 14, upon the death or resignation of any two of the paid 
judges of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, Her Majesty is 
authorized to appoint another Lord of Appeal in ordinary, and upon the 
death or resignation of the other two of said paid judges, she may 
appoint still another. 

By 38 and 39 Viet., § 4 of chap. 77 as amended by 39 and 40 Vict., § 15 
of chap. 59^ ," Her Majesty's Court of Appeal," which practically 
takes the place of the Exchequer Chamber in appeals in common law 
actions, and also hears appeals in Chancery, previously heard by the 
Chancellor or by the Court of Appeal in Chancery in the exercise of its 
appellate jurisdiction, and of the same court as a Court of Appeal in 
Bankruptcy (§ 18, act of 1873), is to consist of five en officio judges, con- 
sisting of the Lord Chancellor as president, the Lord Chief Justice of 
England, the Master of the Rolls, the Lord Chief Justice of the Com- 
mon Pleas and the Lord Chief Baron of the Exchequer, and six ordinary 
judges of the Court of Appeal, the first three additional judges to be 
made by transfer to the Court of Appeal of three judges of the High 
Court of Justice. Her Majesty may, by writing under her sign manual, 
transfer to the Court of Appeal from the Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice, that is to say, the Queen's Bench Division, the Common Pleas 
Division and the Exchequer Division not exceeding three judges in 
number, as to Her Majesty shall seem meet ; and every judge so trans- 
ferred shall be deemed an additional ordinary judge of the Court of 
Appeal. Every additional ordinary judge shall be under an obligation 
to go Circuits and to act as Commissioner under commissions of Assize 
or other commissions authorized to be issued in the same manner in all 
respects as if he were a Judge of the High Court of Justice. The 
ordinary judges of the Court of Appeal are to be styled, by the act of 
1877, Lords Justices of Appeal. 
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By section 16 orders for constituting and holding divisional courts of 
the Court of Appeal (to consist of two or three and no more of the judges 
thereof, § 40, act 1873), and for the regulating of the sitting of the 
Court of Appeal and of the divisional Courts of Appeal may be made 
and rescinded by the President of the Court of Appeal, with the con- 
currence of the ordinary judges of the Court of Appeal or any three of 
them. No judge of the Court of Appeal shall sit as a judge, on the 
hearing of an appeal from any judgment or order made by himself or 
made by any divisional court of the High Court of which he was and is a 
member. Every appeal to the Court of Appeal from a final determina- 
tion must be heard by at least three judges, and from an interlocutory 
order by not less than two. 

THE HIGH COURT OF JUSTICE consisted of five divisions as 
follows : 

1. The Chancery Division, consisting of the Lord Chancellor, who 
shall be President, the Master of the Rolls, and the Vice-Chanctsllors of 
the Court of Chancery, or such of them as shall not be appointed 
ordinary judges of the Court of Appeal. By an act passed April 24, 
1877 (13 L. J. 251), a new judge to be in the same position as if he had 
been appointed a puisne judge of the High Court under the Supreme 
Court of Judicature Acts (1873 and 1875) was to be appointed. He is 
to be attached to the Chancery Division. The puisne judges are to be 
styled Justices of the High Court. 

By section 3 of the act of 1875, the Lord Chancellor is not to be 
deemed to be a permanent judge of the High Court of Justice. 

2. The Queen's Bench Division, consisting of the Lord Chief Justice 
of England, who shall be President, and such of the other judges of 
the Court of Queen's Bench as shall not be appointed ordinary judges 
of the Court of Appeal. 

3. The Common Pleas Division, consisting of the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice of the Common Pleas, who shall be President thereof, and such of 
the other judges of the Court of Common Pleas as shall not be ap- 
pointed ordinary judges of the Court of Appeal. 

4. The Exchequer Division, consisting of the Lord Chief Baron of 
the Exchequer, who shall be President thereof, and Such of the Barons 
of the Court of Exchequer as shall not be appointed ordinary judges of 
the Court of Appeal. 

Divisional courts of the High Court of Justice may be held for the 
transaction of any business which may for the time being be ordered by 
rules of any court to be heard by a divisional court to be constituted of 
two of the judges of the court and no more unless the President of the 
Division to which such divisional court belongs, with the concurrence 
of the other judges of such Division, or a majority thereof, is of opinion 
that such divisional court should be constituted of a greater number of 
judges than two, in which case such court shall be constituted of such 
number of judges as the President, with such concurrence as aforesaid, 
may think expedient. By section 33 of the Judicature act of 1873 
the Queen, by order in council, was authorized to reduce the number of 
divisions of the High Court and to provide for the abolition of the 
offices of Chief Justice of the Cpmmou Pleas and Chief Baron of the 
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Exchequer. Commencing Januaiy 1, 1881, the Queen's Bench, Common 
Pleas and Exchequer divisions were consolidated into one divisioa 
called the Queen's Bench Division, the offices of Chief Justice of the 
three were abolished and a Chief Justice of the consolidated division 
(Sir John Duke Coleridge) appointed with the title of the " Lord Chief 
Justice of England." 

Ckowk Cases Ebsbrved, under 11 and 12 Vict., chap. 78 and amend- 
ments, are (§ 43) to be heard by the judges of the High Court of Justice, 
or five of them at the least, of whom the Lord Chief Justice of England, 
the Lord Chief Justice of the Common Pleas, and the Lord Chief Baron 
of the Exchequer, or one of such chiefs at least, shall be part. Their 
determination is final and without appeal save for some error of law 
upon the record as to whiclx no question shall have been reserved for 
the consideration of said judges under 11 and 13 Vict. Its decisions 
are reported with those of the Queen's Bench Division. 

5. The Probate, Divorce, akd Admiralty Division, consisting of 
two judges, one of whom shall be the Judge of the Court of Probate 
and of the Court for Divorce and Matrimonial Causes and the Judge of 
the High Court of Admiralty. The Judge of the Court of Probate shall 
be the President of the said Division and, subject thereto, the senior 
judge of the said Division.

Since the consolidation of the Queen's Bench, Common Pleas, and 
Exchequer Division, January 1, 1881, the three divisions are reported 
together in one series called the " Queen's Bench Division," the num- 
bers of that division being continued, and the volume for 1881 num- 
bered "6," and quoted as " 6 Q. B. Div." All the divisions except 
Common Pleas and Exchequer are continued. 
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law terms. 

By the Act 1, William IV, cap. 10, it is provided that, in A. D. 1831, 
and afterwards, —

Easter Term shall begin on the 15th April, and end on the 8th May. 

Trinity Term shall begin on the 33d May, and end on the 13th June. 

Michaelmas Term shall begin on the 3d, and end on the 35th No. 
vember. 

By the Act 1 &3, William IV, cap. 3, it was further provided, " That 
in case the day of the month on which any Term, according to the Act 
aforesaid, is to end, shall fall to be on a Sunday, then the Monday 
next after such day shall be deemed and taken to be the last day of the 
Term ; and in case any of the days between the Thursday before and 
the Wednesday next after 'Easter shall fall within Easter Term, then 
such days shall be deemed and taken, to be a part of such Term, al- 
though there shall be no Sittings in Bank on any of such intervening 
days." 

The terms were provided for by order LXI, schedule 1 of the Judica- 
ture Act of 1875, Ohap. 77, though they were abolished by section 36 
of the Judicature Act of 1878, " so far as relates to the administration 
of justice," and since January 1, 1876, they have not been noticed in 
the reports. 

As to terms of court see further Judge David McAdams's brochure, 
published in New York in 1874, entitled " Law Days or Dies 
Juridici, commonly called ' Terms of Court' "; also Dugdale^s Origines 
Juridioiales (ed. 1680), 89 et seq., and Crabb's History of the English 
Law (1st Am. ed.), 85. 

Though the origin of terms, the fictions relating to, and the law gov- 
erning them, is yearly becoming of less and less consequence, they 
have frequently involved important results and important rights.
